You are hereby notified to meet at Androscoggin hall in said 
town on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine of the clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator to. preside at said meeting. 

2. To choose by ballot and major vote a Town Clerk. 

3. To choose by ballot and major vote three Selectmen. 
4. To choose by ballot and major vote a Town Treasurer. 


5. To choose road agents and all other necessary town officers, 
including fish and game wardens. 


6. Toraise such sumsof money as may be necessary for the 
maintenance ofthe poor, and to apply on town debt, and other nec- 
essary charges arising within the town. 


7. Tosee what sums of money the town will raise for laying 
out, building, and repairing highways and bridges. 


8. Tosee what sum of money the town will raise for breaking 
roads during the winter of 1903 and 1904. 


g. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary for the 
support of schools. 


10. To see if the town will vote not todistribute inventory blanks 
untilsuch time asthe Selectmen shall examine and appraise prop- 
erty to be taxed, 
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11. To see if the town will vote not to have a liquor agent. 


12. Tosee whatsum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the library. 


13. To choosea library trustee to serve three years. 


14. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to use 
the balance of the money raised and appropriated for the cemetery 
at Milan Corner to build a new fence in front of the said cemetery. 


I5. To take the sense of the qualified voters whether the altera- 
tions and amendments of the constitution proposed by the constitu- 
tional convention shall be approved. 


16. To see what action the town will take in regard to building 
a suitable place to house the town records. 


17. To hear the report of agents, auditors, committees, or officers 
heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto.

CHAIRMAN’S REPORT. 


As the report of Igo1, given in detail by my predecessor, covered 
the first two years of my term of office, it will not be necessary to 
include more than the past year, in the brief and informal report 
which we respectfully submit to the inhabitants and patrons of our 
school district. I say we, feeling confident that I am expressing the 
sentiments of the entire board, asI have endeavored toact their 
sentiments during the entire term of my office. 

It is gratifying to a School Board to be able to report a successful 
school year, and I trust that the work accomplished in our school 
district during the past year, would warrant such a report. 

We were unfortunate inthe selection of a teacher for one of our 
schools for the spring term, but this unavoidable mistake was 
quickly corrected, and since that time good work has been done in 
that school, and good results have followed. 

The fall and winter terms throughout the town, in many respects 
have been marked by an unusual degree of success, notwithstanding 
the winter termin the Hodgdon Hill district was prematurely 
closed on account of non-attendance; the percent. of attendance for 
the entire town was about ten per cent. greater than for the corre- 
sponding terms of 1g00 and 1gol. 

We do not claim the entire credit of this very commendable rec- 
ord, although we were unusually successful and fortunate in secur- 
ing efficient teachers and assigning them to the schools for which 
they were adapted; to their efforts and good work accomplished by 
them, together with the hearty support of the school patrons, is 
largely due this degree of success. Allow me to recommend that 
many of these teachers be engaged, if possible, for the spring term 
at least, to finish the school year and also to further advance the 
good work begun by them. This suggestion reminds us of the fact 
that too often we have found to our cost it is impossible to keep ex- 
perienced and efficient teachers in our. schools outside the village 
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districts for more than one or two terms, for the wages we are pay- 
ing, although the scale has been raised more than fifteen per cent. 
in those districts. I would recommend that the present salaries be 
raised to a point that will havea tendency to keep that class of 
teachers in our employ. In many instances, we have furnished ex- 
perience and other towns are reaping the benefit. 

The money appropriated for repairs on school-houses for the past 
three years, has been expended by the school board, and each year 
an itemized account of that money has been rendered to the select- 
men, and can be seen at their office, although they do not appear 
in the town reports of the past. 

The school-houses throughout the town are in fairly good repair, 
yet I would respectfully recommend that at least one hundred dol- 
lars be raised annually forthat purpose, as there are yet some re- 
pairs that should be made, and one important change I would rec- 
ommend; the black boards in the school room on Milan Hill are 
placed so high on the walls that it is impossible for the smaller pu- 
pils todo work on them, when standing on the floor. I would 
suggest that this mistake be rectified by replacing those 
boards with Lithoplate, placed lower on the walls, which can 
be done with very little expense outside the cost of the 
Lithoplate. In most of the school rooms in town the black- 
boards made on the walls with liquid slate, are badly crack- 
ed and are crumbling away; in four of the nine rooms in town 
these have been replaced with Lithoplate, are proving very satis- 
factory, and are appreciated by both teacher and pupil. 

Notwithstanding the text books throughout the town are in fair- 
ly good repair, I would suggest that some changes be made in the 
near future, which can be done with comparatively little expense, 
as all book companies are offering liberal terms to school districts 
on the exchange basis. To keep pace with the times I would suggest 
that Cyr’s series of readers, which have been in use for some time 
in our schools, be exchanged for some up to date series. Allow me 
to recommend for suppiementary reading at least, Carpenter’s Ge- 
ographical Readers, a set consisting of five books, *t1amely: North 
America, South America, Europe, Asia, Australia and the Islands 
of the Sea, the first four already issued, the last one in preparation. 
They are not compilations from other books, but comprise vivid 
descriptions of the author’s personal observations. These readers 
are very instructive, will not fail to interest all pupils above the 
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second grade, and are worthy of the consideration of any school 
board. 

I make all these suggestionsand recommendations with courtesy 
and respect, realizing that my successors will be fully competent 
to deal with these matters as théy come under their observation. 

In the past year we have completed the change in Geographies, 
by placing in all our schools, Tarbell’s Complete Geography. We 
have also placed in each of our Grammar schools a series of Mitch- 
ell’s Physical and Political outline maps for class work. These maps 
are endorsed and highly recommended by our State Superintend- 
ent of Schools, and supply a long felt need. 

While many of the parents of pupils are claiming compensation 
for conveying their childrento and from their respective schools, 
and fully realizing that it would be impossible to satisfy all, we 
have been as liberal along those lines as we thought consistent 
with prudential and business principles, and, in fact, the entire 
school funds, so liberally appropriated by the voters of our town 
for the support of our schools, have been, we trust, expended as 
economically and judiciously as practicable.’ bar 

In closing my duties as well as this informal report, I ‘wish to 
extend to the citizens and patrons of our school district sincere | 
thanks forthe hearty support I have received throughout the entire 
term of office, and to assure them that in the discharge of the 
arduous and unpleasant duties pertaining to that office, the gener- 
ous, voluntary support I have received has been fully appreciated.
